FIND fome of the moft polite Latin Au- 


thors, who wrote at a Time when Rome was 
in its Glory, {peak with a certain noble Va- 
nity of the Brightnefs and Splendour of the 
Age in -which.they lived. Pliny often compli- 
nents his Emperor Trajan upon this Head; and 
when he would animate him to any Thing great, 
ot diflwade him from any Thing that was impro- 
xt, he infinuates, that it is befitting or unbecoming 
(the Claritas &% Nitor Seculi) that Period gf Time 
which was made illuftrious by his Reign. When 
we caft our Eyes back on the Hiftory of Mankind, 
and trace them through their feverai Succeffions to 
their firft Original, we fometimes fee them break- 
ing out in great and memorable Actions, and tow- 
ting up to the utmolt Heights of Virtue and Know- 
edge; when, perhaps, if we carry our Obfervation 
toa little Dittance,we fee theny funk into Sioth and 
otancé, and altogether loft in Darknets and Ob- 
ee . Sometimes the whole Species is afleep 
for Two or Three Generations, and then again 
awakens into Action, flourifhes, in Heroes, Philofo- 
phers, and Poets, who do Honour to human Nature, 
and leave fuch Traéts of Glory behind them, as 
diftinguifh the Years,in which they acted their Part, 
fiom the ordinaty Courfe of Time. 
Methinks a Man cannot, without a fecret Satis- 
Gdion, confider the Glory of the preient Age, 
which will thine as bright asany other in the Hifto- 
ty of Mankind. It is ftill big with great Events, 
ind has already produced Changes and Revolutions 
which will beas much adinired by Pofterity, as any 
tht have happened in the Days of our Fathers, or 
inthe old Times before them. We have feen King- 
doms divided and united, Monarchs erected and 
depofed, Nations transfer'd from one Sovereign to 
another; Conquerors raifed to fuch a Greatnefs 
shas given a Terror to Exrope, and thrown down by 
lich a Fall, as has moved their Pity. / 
But it is (till a more pleafing View to an Englifb- 
to fee his own Country give the chief Influence 
to fo illu(trious an Age, and ftand in the ftrongett 
Point of Light amidit the diffufed Glory that fur- 
tounds it. 


Ifwe begin with Learned Men, we may obferve, - 


tthe Honour of our Country, That thofe whé 
ttake the greate(t Figure in moft Arts and Sciencies, 
we univertally allowed to be of the Britifb Nation ; 
ind what is more remarkable, That Men of the 
weatelt Learning are among the Men of the greatelt 


ity. 
A Nation may indeed abound with Perfons of 
uncommon Parts and Worth, as may make 
rather a Misfortune than a Bleffing to the Pub- 
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lick. Thofe who fingly might have been of infi- 
nite Advantage to the Age live in, may, by 
rifing up together in the fame Crifis of Time, and 
by interfering in their Purfuits of Honour, rather 
interrupt than promote the Service of their Coun- 
try. Of this we have a famous Inftance in the Re- 
publick of Rome,when Cefar, Pompey, Cato, Cicero, and 
Brutus, endeavoured to recommend themfelves at 
the fameTime to the Admiration of their Contempo- 
raries. Mankind was notable to provide for 1o many 
extraordinary Perfons at once,or find out Potts {uita- 
ble to their Ambition and Abilities. For this Rea- 
fon, they were alt as miferable in their Deaths, as 
they were famous in their Lives, and occafioned, not 
only the Ruin of each other, but alfo that of the 
Commonwealth. , . 

It is therefore 2 particular Happinefs to a People, 
when the Men of fuperior Genius and Character 
are fo juftly difpofed in the high Places of Ho- 
nour, that each of them moves in a Sphere which is 
proper to him, and requires thofe particular Quali- 
ties in which he excels. ; 

If J fee a General commanding the Forces of his 
Country, whofe Victories are not to be parallel’d 
in Story, and who is as famous for his Negotiations 
as his Victories; and at the fame Time tee the 
Management of a Nation's Treafury in the Hands 
of one who has always diftinguifhed him(elf 
by a generous Contempt of his own private 
Wealth, and an exact Frugality of that which 
belongs to the Publick; 1 cannot but think a 
People ‘under fuch an Adminiftration may pro- 
mife themfelves Conqueft Abroad, and Plenty at 
Home. If I were to with fora proper Perion to 
prefide over the publick Councils, it thould certain- 
ly be one as much admired for his univerfal Know- 
ledge of Men and Things, as for his Eloquente, 

urage and Integrity, in the exerting of {uch ex- 
traordinary Talents. . ; 

Whois not pleafed to fee a Perfon in the higheft 
Station in the Law, who was the mofteminent in 
his Profeffion, and the moft accomplifhed Ora- 
tor at the Bar? Or at the Head of the Fleet a 
Commander, under whofe Conduct the Commor 
Enemy received fuch a Blow, as he has never been 
able to recover ? 

Were we to form to our felves the Idea of one 
whom we fhould think proper to govern a diftant 

Kingdom, confifting chiefly of thofe who differ from 
us inReligion, and are influenced by foreign Poli- 
ticks, would it not be fuch a one as had fignalized 
himtelf by an uniform and unfhaken Zeal for the Pree 
teftant Intereft, and by his Dexterity indefeating the 
Skill and Artifice of its Enernies. In thort, if we find 
a great Man popular for his Honelty and Humanity, 
as well as famgd for his Learning and great Skill .
